Hauptmann explained: “I was 
working—I made enough money on 
the market and on the fur.” 

But Wilentz brought out that he 
earned only a total of $200 as a 
carpenter after the date of the ran- 
son, which was April, 1932. 

Details of Examination. 

Q. On April 2, 1932, when it was 
testified that $50,000 was paid, you 
said you resigned from your job? 
A. Een: 

Q. And you testified you quit 
because you found you were being 
paid $80 instead of $100 a month” 
A. Yes. 

Hauptmann and Wilentz engaged 
together in a little mathematical 
problem of what his daily salary as 
a carpenter would be at $80 a 
month. “I didn’t figure it out yet,” 
said Hauptmann.

A. Not worried, that’s right. But if 
you take a trip—if you build up 
little by little, you don’t feel it so 
much. 

Q. But you had thousands of dol- 
lars in September, 1934. Thousands.

Put $2000 in One Package. 


Hauptmann then explained he di- 
vided the money into two pack- 
ages, one of $2000, and the other 
of $12,000 “to be on the safe side.” 
He said Fisch owned him that $2000 
and he wanted to be sure of getting 
that money. He was afraid Fisch’s 
brother would refuse to give it to 
him,

Maj. Hawley told of being called 
in to attend Mrs. Shepard and of 
seeing her every day during her 
fatal illness, 

“What, in your judgment, caused 
Mrs. Shepard's death?” -United 
States District Attorney S. S. Alex- 
ander asked after the witness had 
told of the autopsy. 

“Mercurial poisoning,” 
Maj. Hawley. 

“A few days before her death 
Shepard followed me out to the 
back porch and asked me how she 
was getting along,” said Hawley. 

“I don’t think she’s even going 
to get any better,’ I told him, ‘and 
the worst of it is that I don’t know 
what the matter is.’ 

““There must not be an autopsy,’ 
Shepard said to me. 

About Death Certificate. 

“*Mrs. Shepard isn’t dead yet,’ I 
told him, ‘but since you brought it 
up, I'll tell you right now that I 
won't sign a death certificate until 
I know more about this case than 
I do now.’ 

“*You don’t have to know what 
the matter is to sign a death cer- 
tificate,, Shepard told me. 

“ “Maybe I’ve signed a great many 
death certificates wrongly, but I 
thought they were right when I 
signed them,’ I replied.” 

Hawley also testified that Shep- 
ard resisted the autopsy idea after 
his wife’s death, but that it was 
eventually performed. 

The third Mrs. Shepard, the for- 
mer Alice J. Watt of Denver, who 
has been closely watching Hawley, 
closed her eyes when he began to 
tell of the autopsy. 

Mrs. Watt made possible Maj. 
Shepard’s appeal bond before they 
were married in the summer of 
1933. A Federal Court jury at 
Kansas City, Kan., in December, 
1930, found him guilty but the Su- 
preme Court granted a new trial.

E. Roy Alexander, Post-Dispatch 
reporter, was the first witness of 
the afternoon.

Tells of Meeting Fiedler. 


Lacy asked the witness about his 
meeting Fiedler prior to the indict- 
ment of the defendants in the Kel- 
ley case. Alexander said he met 
Fiedler at the home .of Rogers, on 
Lorenzo avenue, and subsequéntly 
typed Fiedler’s statement, which 
was incorporated in an affidavit. 
In reply to Lacy’s questions, the 
witness said he made notes on 
Fedlier’s .statement, then accompa- 
nied the former justice on a ride to 
St. Charles County before return- 
ing to the Post-Dispatch office. 
There, the witness said, he wrote 
up the data and gave it to the city 
editor. Rogers was ill at that time, 
Alexander testified in reply to a 
question. 

“Now when you arrived at Mr. 
Rogers’ home he sketched Fiedler’s 
story briefly and then Fiedler gave 
it to you in detail didn’t he?” Lacy 
asked.

BLOOMINGTON, IIl., Jan. 29.—A 
robbery suspect shot his way out 
of a police trap here yesterday, 
killing A. L. Vonsar, Deputy Sher- 
iff, and former bodyguard to sev- 
erai Presidents.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 29.—In a 


“behind the scenes” account of the 
formative days of NRA codes, Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson tells how he called 


on industrial and financial leaders 
and “went back to sources of fi- 
nancial control to bring pressure on 
heads of companies who were 
hanging back.” 

Continuing his story of the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration in 
a copyrighted series of articles in 
the Saturday Evening Post, the 
former NRA administrator says 
“politics” played a part in early 
code negotiations with industrial- 
ists as well as with labor leaders. 

In his “great battles” to bring 
industry under the Blue Eagle, the 
bituminous coal code was a major 
victory and “the perfect industrial 
set-up,” Johnson writes. He says 
that in the “coal imbroglio” he once 
asked Andrew W. Mellon for help 
“with the heads of some of his re- 
luctant companies,” and that the 
former Treasury Secretary’s aid 
was given “instantly and effective- 
ly.” 

Threatened Shipbuilders. 

“A good deal went on behind the 
scenes in these early encounters,” 
Johnson went on. “Many times in 
the steel, coal and petroleum argu- 
ments, either through such friends 
as Gerard Swope and Walter 
Teagle, or directly, if I happened to 
know the right person, we went 
back to sources of financial control 
to bring pressure on heads of com- 
panies who were hanging back, and 
we almost always got it.

SOVIET STANDS BY POLICY 
OF EXECUTING TERRORISTS 


Molotoff, Head of Commissars, Says Foreign 
Criticism Will Avail Nothing—Reviews 
Foreign Relations in Report. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 29.—Vyacheslaff 
Molotoff, president of the Council 
of Commissars, said in a report to 
the Seventh All-Union Congress of 


Soviets last night that foreign 
criticism of the execution of terror- 
ists would not make Russia alter 
its policy. 

“A slanderous campaign” has 
been conducted abroad, he said, be- 
cause of the execution of “several 
dozen revolutionary _ terrorists,” 
following the assassination of. Ser- 
gei Kiroff at Leningrad Dec. 1. 

Declaring this campaign would 
avail nothing, Molotoff said the 
Soviet Government had been lenient 
toward countries admitting contra- 
revolutionists into Ruésia, but that 
it might become “impatient.” 

On Relations With Japan. 

Applause greeted his statement, 
in connection with the strained re- 
lations with Japan, that mechan- 
ization of the Soviet army had been 
increased four fold in four years, 
fortifications built for defensive pur- 
poses, the army increased and the 
aviation force enlarged. 

As a result, he said, Joseph Sta- 
lin, head of the Communist party, 
had devoted a large percentage of 
the budget to defense. Molotoff 
expressed hope the Congress would 
approve the budget. 

Relations with Germany and 
Poland are developing “abnormal- 
aawicebei 


Russia wants good relations with 
the Nazis, he said, serious difficul- 
ties prevented this. He declared 
Russia must take into consideration 
the indicated German policy that 
it is striving to move eastward and 
slice off part of Soviet territory, 
rather than move south and west. 
He pointed to the German theory 
that it must be master of the world, 
which he said was voiced by Adolf 
Hitler in his book, “My Struggle.” 
Struggle for Markets. 
Molotoff, whose office is similar 
to that of Premier, reviewed dan- 
gers to international relations in- 
herent in the depression and the 
struggle for world markets. 


Russia, he said, is in a better po- 
sition than other nations, as its} 
progress in the last four years has, 
opened a wider horizon with ex- 
tensive industrial production § in 
sight. 

Recognition of Soviet Russia by 
the United States was pointed out 
as proof of the growing importance 
of the country. 

Molotoff said the leaders of the 
Red army were dominated by “a 
peaceful policy and one of univer- 
sal peace.”

Parents Should Know Symp- 
toms to Avoid Deformities 
During Childhood.

INCE rickets is a disease which 
Swe can both prevent and cure, 

it is worth while to know the 
nature of it, and wholesome that 
parents should be familiar with the 
Symptoms. All the more so, as the 
early signs may be detected, and 
treatment instituted at this time 
will prevent serious later deformi- 
ties. 


The earliest writers on the dis- 
ease were, appropriately, English- 
men. Even today it is said that 50 
per cent of the children in London 
and Glasgow are afflicted with rick- 
ets in some degree. 


Rickets is essentially a condition 
in which the calcium and phosphor- 
us of the food cannot be utilized by 
the bones and teeth. Without these 
hard mineral elements, the bones 
are soft and become deformed. 

Whistler, the first to describe it, 
says graphically, “The whole bony 
system is, in truth, flexible like wax 
that is rather liquid.” Glisson, who 
put down the other early descrip- 
tion, wrote, “Some bones wax crook- 
ed, especially the bones called the 
shank bone and the fibula or small 
bone of the leg.” He added, “The 
teeth come forth both slowly and 
with trouble; they grow loose upon 
every slight occasion, sometimes

OOMS don’t happen any more— 

they are designed. “Interior 

architects” are creating interi- 
ors as well as exteriors and “de- 
signer-decorators” are creating new 
effects and new furnishings as well 
as merely selecting them. 

They see and execute rooms as a 
whole, just as did the brothers Adam 
over a hundred years ago. The dif- 
ference is that where only the
